ing Stanilaus. Mean while Affairs: ftill.

rom the Camp before Landau of the 2d of 
this Month, the Duke de Guiche reliev’d 
the Trenches the 30th paft, having for Ma- 
jor-General M. de Broglio, and that he con- 
certed with the Marfhal de Bezons and M. 
de Valori the attacking the following Nighe 
of the 3 Lunetres which remain’d in the 
Pofieflion of the Befieged,. For that Ser- 
vice were commanded out 9 Companies of 
Grenadiers of the Troops appointed for the 
Siege, and 13 Companies of Grenadiers 
from the grand Army, the whole being fup- 

rted by 22 Piquets of the Batrallions be- 
onging to the Trenches. The Duke de 
Guife made the Difpofition in fuch a Manner, 
thac every Officer knew what he was to do 
firft, and to avoid the Confufion and Dif- 
order ever incident to Attacks made in the 
Night, every one was obliged after he had 
executed his firft Order to go to the com- 
manding Officer in the Trenches to receive 
further Dire¢tion. The Attack lafted two 
Hours, yet our Lofs was but two Captains of 
Grenadiers and one Ingenier kill’d, and g 
or 10 other fubalecrn Officers with abous 
80 Grenadiers killed or wounded. We ha 
ving before blown up the Saliant Angles of 
all che 3 Lunettes, they were eafily carried,

Our Men were em- 
ployed (when the Letters came away) in 
making at the Foot of the Glacis a Parallel 
which is to communicate with the three Lu- 
nettes, and in preparing to attack three 
Earth-Works which are at the Head of the 
Redoubt, and ‘tis likely we shall take the 
Place in that Part. Letters from the Camp at 
Spire of the fame Dase cell us, that a Detach-. 
ment of the Enemy’s Huffars atcempring to 
penetrate towards the Sarre to difcover the 
Shenton of our Camp, were cut off and 
intirely ours Troops. We have 
Advice from St. Malo that three Ships are 
arrived there from the Spanifh Weft-Indies, 
very richly laden with Pieces of Eight and 
Ingots, &c.
